FREE TRADE. 


Every voter who is halting between the 
high tariff, protective policy of^the re- 
publican party and the low tariff, free 
trade policy of the democratic party 
should read "Our Elmpire Under Pro- 
tection and Free Trade," by Miss Guil- 
ford Molesworth, K. S. I. E., the em- 
inent English economist.

Real, genuine forethought is a thing 


with which birds are 
but 
seldom 


barged. Nature teaches her feaCh- 
red children to build their nests in 
nticipation of the nesting time. But 
nat a bird should think out several 
teps of a natural phenomenon and de- 
berately plan several weeks ahad for 
anquets of bird delicacies is almost 
oo much for the most reedy believer. 


But the California woodpecker, as 


andsome a bird as ever lived on- the \ 
ide of a tree, must be given the credit 
f being really a thinker ard a plan- 
er. He is a college professor, nay, a 
ogican, among his kind. 


"Have you ever seen acorns on syc- 


Qore trees?" is a Question often put 
o the tourist in California. No matter 
hat he answers he is driven into the 
ountry and there actuallly shown the 
ight; acorns on sycamores. 
For in 


many parts of the south trees, both 
ycamore and oak, may be seen, with 
e bark drilled full of holes and with 
live oak acorn in every hole. 
These trees are thus decorated by 
ae woodpecker at -infiinte cost of la- 
or and truly with foresight. 
Finding a dead tree or one with bark 


o his taste, the woodpecker 
will 


eminence the drilling of small holes, 
sually in rows. Each hole is made ot 
le diameter of one's second finger 
nd a depth of an inch. Trees may 
e seen that are literally pockmarked 
vith these holes, the openings being 
he work of successive generations of 
ndustrious wodpeckers. 


The 'holes are drilled, by work of 


a bill; each opening ,has hammered in- 
o it a live oak acorn. Scientists have 
vatcihed these birds at their 
wcxl-'. 


*hey hammer away at various holes, 
eniaining only a short time at each. 
hen they fly away in search of acorns 


vbicnh they carry from considerable 
istanoes in their claws, often drop- 
ing the slippery nuts. With the beak 
the nut is started 
into a hole just 


arge enough, and not a hair's breadth 
oo large, to receive it. Again the 
ammering beak is used, and the nut 
s driven tight and fast into its place. 


So tight are the fits of these acorns 


hat it is almost impossible to get 
hem out wibh one's 
fingers. 
The 


writer has seen many unsuccessful at- 
empts to pick out 
these 
stored-up 


reasures. 


But. in this where is there anything 
o wonderful? Do not many birds and 
nsects attempt, to store food for dull 
Imes? Wherein lies the forethought 
•rf the woodpecker.' 


The truth of the matter is that when 


he little thinked puts an acorn in its 
jropor, and to ntai expensive, hole it 
a not at all because he has an acorn 
ooth. He sees a step ahead, for he 
•cnows that worms will form in each 
acorn and these worms are the ulti- 
mate object of his toils. 


Holes in trees are fun to build and

FAULTS IN BUTTER. 


A Pr*etle»l Man Tell* the M«fho.* 


He Emyl*T» *» Avoid Theist. 


Dan Blauer, in an addres* before the 


Wisconsin Butter Makers' association, 
said: 


Let us bear in mind, first, that milV 


it naturally a pure product, and If It 
is found to D* unclean chances are that 
it IB not th« fault of the cow. Some 
person is to blame, either the one who 
cares for the coir or the one who linn- 
d!e» the milk. In order to make a nne 
flavored butter the milk must be in 
fir»t class condition when taken Into 
the creamery. There are come, how- 
ever, who get good milk and then can- 
not make a first class article of butter. 
Of such It must be said the fault Is not 
In the milk, but in the man or bis tools. 
If th* bntwrmaker has bis creamery 
disinfected with antiseptic, which is 
applied muscle and brush, be can in 
that way prevent the development of 
foreign germ life. The cream should 
3* ripened by giving it the desired 
amount of acid and no more. I churn 
the cream at 80 c. c., at a temperature 
of M to 56 degrees. 


We have many complaints that the 


ratter comes soft at a temperature of 
54 to 56 degrees. My experience with 
different churns haa been that in the 
process of churning the temperature 
runs higher, varying from 2 to S de- 
grees. My way of testing the churn is 
o put about the same amount of wa- 
ter as I have creasi to churn, take tha 
temperature and churn about as long 
as I do the cream, then take the tem- 
>erature again, and this tells me the 
emperature the cream should be when 
put into the churn. 


The salting and working the butter 
s another Important matter. Many 
butter makers bold to the theory that 
the quicker it is salted and worked so 
much the better will be the quality of 
the product This is a mistake. The 
salt must have time to do its work. 
Work the butter about a minute, then 
et It stand about fifteen; after this 
:ake out a sample on a ladle, examine 
t closely, and you will find a drop of 
rattennilk and water hanging to each 
ternel of salt. Work it again for an- 
other minute and let it stand another 
if teen; then take out a chunk, and 
you will find that the drop of butter- 
milk aud water has Increased in size. 
Butter should be worked about five 
minutes and not to exceed one minute 
at any time. By this mttbod the salt 
has plenty of time to do its work and 
:ake the most of -the unnecessary but- 
termilk and water out of the butter. 
In the matter of rancid butter my ex- 
perience teaches me that the trouble 
Lies in the butter containing too mucb 
buttermilk and being poorly packed. 


The causes of mottles are many. They 


may be caused by not properly strain- 
ng the cream. Another cause Is wash- 
ing the butter with water which Is not 
of the game temperature as the butter. 


Dexterity I« H«»41t»« Mvrtomettra. 


"The ingenuity of some of the han- 


dlers of marionette*," said a show- 
man, "1* incredible. I know a man 
who conducts a marionette theater 
wherein an orchestra of eight piece* 
>lays under marionette leadership 
vhile in the boxes a dozen marionette 
spectators laugh and applaud and oo 
the stage a marionette drama briskly 
enacts* itself.

bought required in the artistic manip- 
ulation of a band of marionettes.—Phil- 
adelphia Record.

animal from a family that was produc- 
tive in the same line. If we could have 
the cow also pure bred, \ve should like 
it better, and often men who have such 
good cows, keeping them because they 
like a good cow, and not caring to 
raise up a herd, are willing to sell the 
calves at a nominal price or even to 
give them away. 


Probably the best Jersey cow that 


ever stood in Massachusetts was given 
away aa a calf, as the party who 
owned her mother did not want to 
raise a calf. And the man who did 
raise her refused $5,000 for her. 


If we could be sura that the cow was 


well nourished while she was carrying 
the calf, but not kept too fat, it would 
suit us all the better, for we believe 
that the calf can be stunted by poor 
nourishment before birth as well as 
afterward. 


We never want to see a paunchy or 


pot bellied calf. We like the cow to 
have a capacious body that she may 
have plenty of room for her food, but it 
Is time enough to develop that when 
she begins raising calves. If the calf 
gets too large a belly, we think 
checks the growth. We want to build 
up the framework first, then put on the 
flesh and spread out the form. 


We liked when we kept Jersey cows 


to have them come fresh when from 
eighteen to twenty-one months old 
The Holsteln and the beef breeds 
might well be left a little longer 
though we would not return to the ok 
custom that prevailed when we were 
young of not allowing a heifer to drop 
her calf until three years old. It if 
true that some of those three-year-olds 
were not ns large or as mature ns the 
heifers are now at half that age, but If 
they chanced to have a fairly good pas 
ture they would put on fat, to the loss 
of milk production. They were kcp 
three years without yielding any prof 
it, and many of them did not In the 
next three cither. They were scarcely 
good for ten quarts of inllk a clay or 
150 pounds of butter in a year,—Amcr 
lean Cultivator. 


Don't Sell B*st Calve*. 


The high price for meat results li 


tho feeding of many calves for the 
butcher. At such times it is quite a 
profitable business, but it should 
properly punned. Farmers .should no 
be Induced to sell tholr most promising 
heifer calves for this purpose even a 
good prices, for they should bo worth 
much more on the farm for cows, or. If 
not all aw wanted, they would ••!! very 
readily either as heUm or cows to 
thoie who deilro §up«tlcr stock. 


lQB«!an* Take Very Little ExercUe 
What exercise Russians take Is usu- 


ally more of a gentle promenade than 
anything else. 
They will stroll up 


and down the principal street In the 
town or in some small public square 
or. garden for hours quite contentedly. 
Thus, In spite of the unique opportu- 
nity for skating which their long win- 
ter gives them, it is rare to find any 
Russian who can skate well. If you do 
find two or three good skaters, you 
will probably learn on inquiry that 
they are Englishmen or Germans. I 
was, however, surprised to find most
